“Everyone has b oth social and anti 
rial instincts, and it is only a que­ 
rn of degree as to the extremes each 
ay. 
"As for conviction of a crime, there 
re all sorts of crimes. 
Convictions 
un from a dollar fin * to death. Many 
re convisted who are not guilty, s- 
, would b e impossib le to answ er th- 
mention from this standpoi.it. 
"But, it the question should b e— 
Are there not criminals who are not 
worth 
saving?—then 
the 
question 
should b e asked: 
W orth saving to 
whom? 
"There are an infinite numb er of 
people who have high standing who 
arc not worth saving, so far as the 
community is concerned. 
In fact, 
many who are called good people, are 
very injurious to the community,
